of Pardon on thofe Terms he has offer’d it, which are no 
other but Faith and Obedience. 

To your third Text, 1 Cor. 3.15. If avy mans work be 
burnt, be fhall fuffer lols, but he bimfelf {hall be fav'd, yer 
fo as ly Fire. This indeed has been brought for Pur- 
gatory, but never before againft Hell, but we fuppofe 
the ftreis is laid on the words, He fhall be fav'd. We 
Anfwer, this relates to Good men, not Bud, thofe who 
hold the Foundation Fefus Chriff, but are miftaken in 
fame points of Doétrine. The Apoftle {peaks of him- 
felf and Apollos, and cther Teachers of the Cbriftian Reli- 
gion, but whats this to wicked, impenitent Chriftians, 
or to obftinate Turks, Jews and Heathens. 

To yor fourth, 1 Cor.15.52. In a moment, in the 
twinkling of an Eye, Sc. This is nothing at all againft 
Eterna] Punifhments, for the Apoftle ipeaks of Good 
Men all along, calling ‘em Beloved Brethren, and {peak- 
ing of the firft Refurreétion of the Blefled, over whom 
Death has loft its fling, and the fecond Death bas no Power. 
As for the feeming oppofition between this, and that in’ 
Ste Mit. He fhall feparate them one from another. This 
might be done, even {uppofing your Hypothefis of the 
Good and Bad rifing together. Tho’ indeed this moment, 
and twinkling of an Eye, here mention’d, as well as that, 
I come quickly — have been thought by Learned Men 
to the fuddenne/s and unexpectedne(s of our Saviours Appea- 
rarce to Fudgment, ( like a Thief in the Night). than to the 
fhortnets of che Time wherein thote great things will be 
traniacted, which time is call’d a Day all thro’ the 
Scriptures, and one Day with the Lord is asa shoufand 
Tears. Aad jo the fame manner isthe following Scrip- 
ture, 1 The/.4. ( you have wric it the 2 Thef. fo that you 
are not infallhle in Quocation, whatever you may be 
in Incerpretation ) which ‘tis plain is ‘poke of Chriftians, 
nay of Pious men, chole who Meade at leaft in Fefus, tho 
more provavly for Fefus, the Martyrs for fis Truth, 
whom he'll recompence for their Sufferings by an high- 
er degree of Glory than others; but “find one fuch 
word if you can for Wicked Men; thow where ’tis 
faid, Formicators and Adulterers, the Unjuft or Uncharita- 
ble foall enter inte the Kingdom of God, (except you get the 
Bible falfe printed) and we'll yield the Day, and all the 
Debauchees in Town will be oblig'd to thank you for 
quieting their Conjeiences, which they themfelves can ne-
